in his Death. Which is being Baptiz’d 
fo. Him, as we fuffer for Him, and Die jo 
Him, that is ftill by Faich in Him, that as 
He Died, fo He Rofe again, and now Liv- 
eth for ever. .Which who fo Believeth not, 
why fhou’d they be Baptiz’d for Him, or 
Suffer for Him? Which is the very next 
words to thofe before Quoted ver. 29. 
Why are they then Baptized for the Dead? Then 
follows ver. 30. And why ftand we in Jeo- 
pardy every hour? &c. \t is in vain either 
to be Baptiz’d or Suffer for Him, if he is 
Dead, and no more in Beings Which they 
mut think who Believe no Refarrectien of 
the Dead. And thus being Baptiz’d into 
Chrift, is being Baptiz’d into the Faith of 
the Ke/urreétion of the Dead.
